SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To Freedom School Board and Citizens: 

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as super- 
intendent. 

Freedom should be congratulated on the loyal and 
helpful way in which it supports its schools. The 
school board is standing strongly for the welfare of the 
boys and girls and the school district is supporting the 
school board. It has well been said that in these times 
we can better afford to neglect some material things 
than to neglect the education of the youth who are to 
become the citizens of tomorrow. 

Attendance 

In one particular, I ask closer cooperation of par- 
ents and citizens. Our attendance is not as regular 
as it should be. For the year ending June 30, 19382, 
we had an average attendance of 63, an average mem- 
bership of 68 and a percent of 92. We should not be 
satisfied with less than 95 percent. Teachers cannot 
do their best and pupils cannot get their best when at- 
tendance is broken by absence. 

Repairs and Improvements 

The school property is being well kept. The rooms 
were cleaned and furniture varnished. A fine ventilat- 
ing heater was placed in the grammar room and now 
it is not difficult to heat the room on the coldest days. 
We appreciate the splendid equipment of this building. 

Another much needed addition was made. The 
wood shed was enlarged so that the supply of fuel can 
be housed with space left for kindling and janitors’ 
supplies. 

Our great need now is for a playground. In a 
land where acres are lying idle, it seems strange that 
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school children can have only a few square feet except 
as they encroach on private property. I suggest that 
a committee be appointed to consider this problem and 
recommend a solution. 


Health Work 


Miss Ruth S. Langille is still our school nurse. 
A dental clinic was held again last spring at which all 
defects in children’s teeth were corrected as far as 
consent of parents was obtained. This is very com- 
mendable work and the school board should be con- 
gratulated. Several pupils have been treated for de- 
fective eyesight and glasses provided. The regular 
examinations have been made and notices sent to par- 
ents. | 


Vaccination 


Parents are reminded that pupils must be vaccin- 
ated before entering schdol. It is not right to wait 
till September and then keep the children out of school 
in order to comply with the law. All children who are 
to enter the first grade next fall should be vaccinated 
not later than August 20. }

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REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH WORK 
FOR FREEDOM | 


To the Townspeople, School Board, and Superintendent 
of Schools 


Due to the generosity of the School Board and 
the cooperation of the parents, the children of the 
Freedom Schools have suffered less during the depres- 
sion than the children of many other towns. AS a 
rule an economic crisis, such as the present one, regis- 
ters its far-reaching effects directly upon the health 
of children. Few realize this because it cannot be 
demonstrated by statistics. This is not necessarily 
true merely with nutrition needs, for few go actually 
hungry, any more than they go cold. There are too 
many interested people on the lookout for these obvious 
needs. The phase of health needs which does go neg- 
lected is the correction of those defects that every 
child is subject to during the growing age. Teeth 
neglected now cannot be replaced at some future date. 
We cannot restore the vision of eyes growing progress- 
ively worse each day they are used. Diseased tonsils 
permitted to remain subtly but surely undermine the 
health and have far reaching results in adult life. 
These are the things that are neglected when money 
is scarce. Thus it is that the children eventually pay 
with their health for our shortsightedness. 

Freedom’s contribution to the children has been 
the maintenance of the free dental clinic work. These 
clinics are increasing in popularity and are now attend- 
ed by nearly all of the children in the schools. The 
regular yearly check up has resulted in well cared for 
teeth that require less work’each year. This will re- 
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sult in a saving of time and money and will make it 
easier on the child when large painful jobs are no 
longer necessary. 


With some outside help all but one of the vision 
cases have been attended to. The greatest need now 
is a tonsil clinic. There are eighteen cases of bad 
tonsils. Many of these need immediate attention. 
It has been evident that there is an unusual amount of 
colds and grippe in the schools, some of the children 
having colds most of the time. This indicates un- 
healthy throats, and at the same time causes more 
infected throats that result in diseased throats after 
repeated infections. 


However, much progress is noticeable in the health 
conditions of the school children. A comparison of the 
records for the past few years will show this.. 


It is to be hoped that Freedom will see the way 
clear to continue the annual dental clinics in spite of 
the depression. Perhaps some way can be found to do 
something for those children who need tonsil opera- 
tions but who cannot afford them now. Cooperation 
can do these things. Let us make it possible for every 
child to have all necessary work done during this per- 
iod of economic crisis!
